Second Annual Event Makes Splendid $215.00 Average 


Once again the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
of Dutchess county, New. York, have dem- 
onstrated that an auction sale can be suc- 
cessfully conducted in the East. The second 
annual sale sponsored by the Dutchess 
County Breeders was held at Bethel Farm, 
Pine Plains, New York, under the able man- 
agement of Frank Richards, the genial 
manager of Bethel Farm where Mr. Henry 
Jackson is proving that good cattle and 
good crops can be grown. It was his Bethel 
Farm herd that supplied a greater portion 
of the cattle in this sale. Plenty of good 
field corn is still in the crib at Bethel Farm 
and there is still a few rounds of good ensil- 
age in the big silo and a loft filled with a 
fine quality of alfalfa hay, and there is 
straw to spare. These are the things when 
placed in the hands of good cattlemen like 
Dale Fletcher and his good assistant Ro- 
land Ehlers go to make top cattle. A ma- 
jority of the offering consisted of young, 
unbred heifers, a uniform lot of evenness, 
smoothness and superb quality. It is doubt- 
ful whether any breeder in the land produc- 
ed a bigger and better bunch of heifers of 
this age. They were attractive from every 
angle and Col. Arthur W. Thompson, of 
Lincoln, Nebraska, certainly enjoyed the 
few hours that it took to divide them 
amongst the bidders who had come from 
several different states. 

Wayland Hopley of Iowa had been down 
to Washington looking after the details con- 
nected with the exportation of another big 
shipment of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to New 
Zealand and stopped off in Maryland for a 
few days’ visit and to attend the Dutchess 
county sale. Secretary Tomhave was pres- 
ent to represent the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association. Gay Quam- 
men who is in the East representing the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal arrived on Satur- 
day preceding the sale. Tom Sherlock of 
the Corn Belt Farm Dailies had accompan- 
ied ye Editor, arriving early Sunday morn- 
ing, and Col. Bradshaw, of Illinois, came 
along with Secretary Tomhave, arriving the 
morning of the sale. Breeders and pros- 
pective breeders from many nearby states 
were in attendance and made their presence 
known when the cattle entered the sale ring. 

Again Mr. Jackson had consulted his 
“figures” in selecting a day for the sale. 
And, sure enough, he chose the finest day 
of the spring—sunshine and greening pas- 
tures greeted the visitors. A better day 
could scarcely have been made to order. 
Many visitors arrived on Sunday and they 
were tucked away in the homes of the oblig- 
ing neighbors. Mrs. Wm. H. Pew who re- 
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sides just at the edge of Bethel Farm en- 
tertained a houseful as did many others who 
are interested in the Black cattle at Pine 
Plains. 

When it came time to open the sale there 
were just about as many folks on the seats 
as came to the sale last year. This time 
however more of them were interested di- 
rectly in owning a few head and more folks 
did the bidding. While the offering this 
time was composed chiefly of young un- 
bred and untried things as compared with 
the older bulls and females with calves at 
foot last year, they brought practically the 
same general average. Denoting clearly 
that the interest in pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle in the East is firmly rooted. Se- 
lections were carefully made. It seemed 
that most of the buyers were willing to go 
to just about the same level for their re- 
spective purchases, which made it an ex- 
ceedingly even tenured sale. There were no 
high prices at all and there were no low 
prices. This is quite true even though a 
few of the cattle sold below their value. 
They were all well bred from the female 
side of the tabulation and the top or sire’s 
side was just as well bred throughout, thus 
making it an easy matter for beginners as 
well as the old timers to make their selec- 
tions with a marked degree of confidence 
as to the ultimate outcome of the cattle 
they were to take home. 

Three fine 1935 fall heifers all -bred to 
Briarcliff Kaptiff 2d 480271, a show bull in 
service at Bethel, a son of Revolution of 
Page 2d 408308 who is a son of the Inter- 
national grand champion Blackcap Revolu- 
tion, made a very attractive lot. This bull 
Briarcliff Kaptiff 2d has for dam the splen- 
did K. Pride cow Katherine of Page a 
granddaughter of the International grand 
champion Oakville Quiet Lad. Wayland 
Hopley, of Iowa, took Elwood’s Elba 
503449, a Glyn Mawr Elba sired by 
the line bred Earl Marshall bull El- 
wood Marshall 425126 at $430.00 
which proved the top price of the en- 
tire sale. This same bidder took Bri- 
arcliff Primrose 24th 497660, a splen- 
didly bred McHenry-Mulben Pride 
heifer by Briarcliff Black King, a 
grandson of Black Balzac of Page and 
from a granddaughter of Blackcap 
Revolution at $400.00. 


Briarcliff Mariner 463320 is proving himself 
one of the real breeding bulls in the Bethel 
herd. He was the Grand Champion bull at 
the Eastern States Exposition in 1935-1936. 
A few females in the sale carried his service.

Victor Cannon, of Woodstock, New York, 
bought his first Aberdeen-Angus when he 
secured Briarcliff Blackbird 125th 497651, 
the third member of the trio, at $400.00. 
She is a daughter of Briarcliff Burgomaster 
9th 443483, a Miss Burgess bred bull carry- 
ing the blood of Black Balzac of Page, Black 
Peer, and two lines to Earl Marshall. Her 
dam is a daughter of Glencarnock Bevolu- 
tion and the second dam is by Imp. Elegant 
of Tubberdaly. This certainly should make 
a fine foundation cow. If Mr. Cannon se- 
lects others as well bred and as fine indi- 
vidually he will have a great herd. 


William Bell Watkins, of Berryville, Vir- 
ginia, who is always looking for the good 
ones selected a fine lot of these splendid 
young heifers to be added to his already 
splendid collection. Andelot perhaps pur- 
chased the greatest number of the young 
things, a part of which were purchased on 
order for foundation herds and the remain- 
der of which will no doubt be retained in 
the Andelot breeding herd, which is the 
largest in numbers in Maryland. 


Canterbury Farms, Warrenton, Virginia, 
made the bull top when they procured Bri- 
arcliff Burgoman 497638, consigned by 
Briarcliff Farms, Pine Plains, at $310.00.

MOHLER REPORTS ON 
BANG’S DISEASE WORK. 


Vaccination against Bang’s disease, or 
contagious abortion, is still in the experi- 
mental stage, according to a recent state- 
ment by Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. The statement 
was made, according to Doctor Mohler, to 
correct some erroneous’ statements that 
have been put out in regard to the treat- 
ment of this disease. 

Vaccination during calfhood, says Doctor 
Mohler, promises to prove a valuable med- 
ium for combating the disease, but, in the 
light of results obtained from experiments 
to date, the vaccination of mature cattle 
is not recommended. Vaccine used on calv- 
es from four to eight months old has given 
encouraging results. Calves appear to be 
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more resistant than mature unbred animals 
to the vaccinal infection, and the aggluti- 
nation reaction induced by the vaccine in- 
jections have given indications of being of 
shorter duration in calves than in unbred 
heifers of near breeding age or in unbred 
cows. 


“Because the vaccine as now prepared 
contains living Bang’s disease germs, al- 
though of low virulence, it should be admin- 
istered by those veterinarians who are fa- 
miliar with the precautions that should be 
observed in the use of living vaccines, and 
who are qualified to judge with reason- 
able accuracy when and where the use of 
vaccine is indicated,’ says Doctor Mohler. 
“Vaccine is a preventive only, not a cura- 
tive agent. Hence it cannot be expected to

Contrary to the general rule April 6th 
found the season around about Harlan, 
Iowa, later than usual. Work in the fields 
was not possible even though the day was 
fine over head. This condition was con- 
ducive to a splendid attendance at the 
Kirschbaum sale where Fred R. Long, of 
Marne; Dell Wright, of Sanborn; and Mabel 
Scheef, of Walnut, had joined the Defiance 
breeder in a combination sale. As usual 
postponed sales are con- 
ducted to the advant- 
age of the men upon 
the seats. For some 
unknown reason prices 
never seem to reach 
their proper level once 
a sale has to be post- 
poned, and this condi- 
tion prevailed at Har- 
lan because of the fact 
that the sale had been 
held over from Decem- 
ber when the roads 
were impassable. 

The cattle were pre- 
sented in excellent fit 
all around and they 
were a splendidly bred 
lot. Most of the bulls 
carried plenty of scale 
and bone and_ they 
might easily have gone 
out into service at 
prices averaging as 
much as fifty to seven- 
ty-five dollars more per 
head and still been cheap property. The 
Kirschbaums have long been engaged in the 
breeding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
their herd has become well known for its 
quality with scale and substance. Most of 
the other consignors have likewise been 
identified with the breeding of Aberdeen- 
Angus for many years and all have used 
good, well bred bulls. As a result the cat- 
tle were far above the average breeders sale 
in attractiveness. 


A severe crop failure over a radius of 
more than 100 miles round about Harlan, 
not only for last year but for three out of 
the past four years, and corn selling around 
$1.25 per bushel in addition to a scarcity of 
both hay and straw made it impossible for 
the local trade to function even though the 
men on the seats were itching to buy at 
prevailing prices. In spite of all these hand- 
icaps forty-two head passed the auction 
stand where Col. A. W. Thompson, of Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, was doing one of his hard- 
est days work of the year, at an average of 
$140.20 per head.

One of the Most Successful Promotional Events in Many Years 


The cattle show that preceded the Ne- 
praska Breeders sale drew a large crowd of 
intensely interested spectators. The bulls 
and females were divided into three classes 
each. Milt Tudor, of Olin, Iowa, long of 
Glyn Mawr herd fame, did the judging and 
everybody seemed highly pleased with his 
work. Milt has judged the baby beef steers 
at Iowa state fair for ten or more years and 
did the judging of the breeding classes at 
the 1936 International, and is recognized 
generally as a real cattleman. 

The aged bull class was won by Irenmere 
Gay Lad 2d 425882 shown by George K. 
Hutchinson, of Loretto. This bull became 
the reserve champion when he was defeated 
in the finals by College Irenmere 504679 
winner of the division for bulls between one 
and two years old. This was an outstand- 
ing youngster shown by the University of 
Nebraska. Vern Albrecht, of Smith Center, 
Kansas, cleaned the big class of baby bulls 
one, two, three, holding the three first po- 
sitions with an attractive set of youngsters. 

William Williams and Sons, rather held a 
corner on the females, wininng both the 
aged and the two year old classes. The two 
year old Blackcap Blanch D. was made the 
champion and the aged cow Blackcap 
Blanch 10th the reserve. Time had been so 
consumed that it was necessary to omit the 
younger class, under a year, in order to get 
the lunch over and the folks back on the 
seats in the sale ring in time for the sched- 
uled opening at one o’clock. 

Col. A. W. Thompson presided handsome- 
ly in the box and started the sale immed- 
iately after a few brief talks by Secretary 
Tomhave of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association, Dr. C. A. Anderson, 
who had been in charge of the judging con- 


tests, members of the University faculty 


and officials of the Columbus Chamber of 
Commerce which had been exceedingly act- 
ive in the promotion of the show and saie. 
Columbus: really has a Chamber of Com- 
merce with practical ideals and men at the 
head of the organization who are wide 
awake and on the job. 

The selling was lively. The bidders anx- 
ious to procure the animals they had select- 
ed while on display. The very fact that 
there were more bidders than cattle by a 
long margin made it possible for Col. 
Thompson to dispose of his part of the work 
in a little more than two hours—82 head all 
told including the young calves. There 
were quite a number of very thin young 
bulls that sold just above market value. The 
bulls that were carrying more age and more 
fit sold readily at acceptable prices. This 
is evidenced when it is made known that the 


top twenty head sold at an average of 
$179.87 each. In fact thirty-three head sold 
at an average of $156.44 while the top 
oe a head averaged $140.00 lacking a 
nickel. 


The little College bull, College Irenmere 
504679, made a lot of friends and they stay- 
ed with him when he came in the sale ring. 
Quickly he went to $300.00 and became the 
property of L. E. Laflin, of Crab Orchard, 
who really would have stretched that bid 
considerably had he been forced. This calf 
is by Epponian of Rosemere 6th by Prize- 
mere 32d, making him rather closely relat- 
ed to the great Epponian 8th of Rosemere 
winner of the 1936 International grand 
championship and now at the head of Broad- 
view herd in Virginia. Second high was 
paid for Bertram’s Major 514935, sold by 
Charles H. Caldwell, of Tarkio, Missouri, 
and purchased by Bob Huggins, of Mill- 
borough,’ S. D., at $250.00. This was a 
grandson of Blackcap Bertram, out of a 
granddaughter of Earl Marshall. 


The top female scored when Dr. W. B. 
Lutes, of Merino, paid $187.50 for Elba 
Eburasta 16th 499732, a two year old Elba 
heifer offered by William Williams & Sons. 
She is sired by Elba’s Marshall 421734 who 
is sired by a grandson of Imp. Earl Eric of 
Ballindalloch and out of a granddaughter 
of Earl Marshall. Her dam is a daughter 
of Earl Marshall 6th and the second dam a 
daughter of Imp. Ebanasta, foundress of 
one of the finest Elba tribes in America. 
She was carrying the service of Eline’s Ev- 
ans 495162 an outstanding son of Evidence 
of Strathmore 467200 at the head of the 
Krotz herd. All in all this must be con- 
sidered one of the very best sales of the 
season.

State Fair at Hutchinson, Kansas; the 
American Royal at Kansas City; and the 
National Live Stock Show in November at 
Wichita. From these exhibits, I received 
five firsts, five seconds, and several thirds.

“My father has fed cattle for many years;

Scripps Shows the Grand and Perry the Reserve 


A deep, thick, well-meated Senior calf, 
dropped in the fall of 1935 and exhibited by 
W. E. Scripps, Lake Orion, Michigan, was 
selected as the Senior and Grand Champion 
steer over all other entries in the Michigan 
Beef Calf Feeding Project. 

Competition in the show was limited to 
steers enrolled in the project that made an 
average daily gain of two pounds over a 
seven months’ feeding period. It is the gen- 
eral opinion that the show this year was the 
best of any to date, both from the stand- 
point of entries and the quality of the ani- 
mals exhibited. Ninety calves were enroll- 
ed from all sections of the state. 

The results in this project are based on 
rate of gain and on show ring performance. 
The calves are judged by breeds early in the 
week and on Thursday, just preceding the 
sale, they are judged according to market 


of this breed enrolled in this project, and 
one of the highest for the contest. Mr. 
Perry did a remarkable job in feeding and 
caring for the calf. The calf weighed in at 
454 pounds in June and made a total gain 
of 590 pounds in the 210-day feeding period. 
He was weaned before the feeding period 
started and his grain ration at the start of 
this period consisted of 3 pounds of oats, 
four pounds of corn, and three pounds of 
linseed oil meal daily. At the finish he 
was getting four pounds of oats, seven 
pounds of corn, and three pounds of 
linseed oil meal. Alfalfa hay was fed 
throughout the feeding period. The grain 
mixture was gradually changed as the feed- 
ing period progressed. All the contestants 
were required to submit feeding reports 
giving costs and in this case the total cost 
of feeding the calf was $66.10, and on the

classification, being divided into two class- 
es, namely, Junior and Senior, with all 
breeds competing. 

The Scripps entry was winner of the 
breed championship and in the market show 
was selected as the Senior champion and 
Grand champion over all breeds. In the 
breed show, he was closely pushed by the 
first prize Junior calf exhibited by George 
Perry, of Croswell. This calf was selected 
as the Reserve champion Aberdeen-Angus 
and was one of a set of twins exhibited by 
Mr. Perry and known to the show visitors 
as “Amos and Andy”. These calves finished 
their feeding period with only five pounds 
difference in weight. 

Included in the group of Aberdeen-Angus 
exhibited, was a Junior calf entered by 
Gordon S. Cochrane, Manager of the De- 
troit Tigers, who has recently founded a 
good herd at Milford, Michigan. 

Another Senior Aberdeen-Angus, exhib- 
ited by Russel Perry, of Croswell, made an 
average daily rate of gain for the seven 
months’ feeding period of 2.82 pounds. This 
is the highest gain ever made by an animal 
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basis of gains made, the feed cost ran 
slightly over 11 cents per pound of gain. 
This does not include labor. The calf was 
also given plenty of exercise by leading 
twice a day and housing in a box stall. 

The calves were judged in the breed show 
by R. J. Kinzer, Secretary of the American 
Hereford Association, and F. W. Harding, 
Secretary of the American Shorthorn Breed- 
ers’ Association. In the market show, a 
committee of three judges made the selec- 
tions, consisting of A. Loewenstein, Detroit, 
meat packer; Austin Read, Richland, cattle 
feeder and purchaser of feeders; and G. A.

pedigrees of these animals, which happen to 
be half-brothers, trace back to the renown- 
ed Earl Marshall, unquestionably the great- 
est bull in American Aberdeen-Angus his- 
tory. They are only a few generations 
away from the nation’s most noted prize 
winners. Elban 9th, the two-year-old bull 
on the right of the photograph above, was 
sired by Elmore Harrison 2d, and he was 
sired by Revolution 7th, grand champion 
bull at the International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion in 1927. 

Elban’s dam was sired by blackcap Revo- 
lution, also the sire of Revolution 7th.

Quality Sunbeam €th, the bull on the left, 
was sired also by Elmore Harrison 2d, and 
has the same blood lines on his sire’s side 
as Elban 9th. His dam was sired by Eston 
of Elm Hill, original herd sire at Fullerton’s 
Sunbeam Farms. Eston of Elm Hill has 
sired many noted prize winners, and most 
of the Sunbeam winners carry his blood. 

Both of these bulls are good, thick, sog- 
gy, low-down Aberdeen-Angus speci’nens, 
and are good enough to head any pure bred 
herd in the country. They come from the 
same herd as Black Prince of Sunbeam, 
the bull that was grand champion at the 
Tampa show, and which the judges made 
junior champion at the International in 
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Chicago last December. S. C. Fullerton Jr., 
who attended the Tampa event, stated that 
he regarded these animals as two of the 
best in his herd, and he was more than de- 
lighted that Mr. Simonton had been priv- 
ileged to bring them to Florida.
